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MAY DAY 
IN MOSCOW 


A fortnight ago in Moscow the old men of Com- 
munism mounted Lenin’s tomb to receive the sa- 
lutes of Russia’s proletariat. As on past May Days 
more than a million soldiers and laborers flowed 
through Red Square. Generalissimo Joseph Stalin 
smiled and waved to them. Marshal Semion Bu- 
denny, the Red Army version of the old Indian 
fighter, twirled his mighty mustaches (Jeft). 

From the red granite shrine’ under the Kremlin 
wall, the Soviet leaders saw a carefully rehearsed 
parade of military strength—infantrymen, tank- 
men, gunners. Then the union, party and cultural 
groups passed by. Above them went the fighters 
and bombers of the Red air force. 

While Stalin and his Politburo aides hailed these 
manifestations of Soviet power, Moscow’s press 
thundered its defiance to the West. Pravda cried, 
“We are not alone; all the peoples of Europe are 
with us!” In Berlin and Paris and Rome and New 
York, Communists also marched. But on the home 
grounds the Moscow parade, huge as it was, lacked 
some of the majesty Russia had in the later war 
years when the enemy still was Hitler and Moscow 
did not pretend it could win the war alone. 

Looking beyond the marchers, the Soviet lead- 
ers saw the Russian people. In Pushkin and Revo- 
lutionary Squares the citizens of Moscow flocked 
tothe kiosks of May festival fairs (pp. 28-29). Tired 
and shabby, they eagerly bought such unrationed 
commodities as ice cream, singing birds and em- 
broidery. From the mausoleum reviewing stand 
Stalin could see the specially cleaned and painted 
buildings of Moscow. But beneath the May Day 
veneer the basic needs for more goods, more build- 
ing, more of everything were just as plainly visible. 

This year, for the first and possibly for the last 
time, Lire readers can see these things that the 
Kremlin leaders saw, as well as some unposed por- 
traits of the leaders themselves. Lire Photogra- 
pher Thomas McAvoy, ending his conference mis- 
sion to Moscow, quietly mingled with Soviet pho- 
tographers to get the candid pictures on this and 
the following four pages of Moscow's May Day.

EDITORIAL 


KOREA 


ITS FREEDOM WILL COST US MONEY AND WILL MEAN A TRIUMPH FOR U.S. FOREIGN POLICY 


Now that Congress has passed the $400 mil- 
lion loan for Greece and Turkey, let it not be 
supposed that this first payment on the Tru- 
man Doctrine will be the last. As Truman said 
of his own doctrine, “Nobody knows where 
this will lead.” Already other victims of totali- 
tarian ession are crowding forward, hat 
in hand. The next in line is Korea. 

The State Department wants something like 
half a billion dollars for Korea over the next 
three years. Korea is one of those countries 
that calls forth all the cliches of the political 
geographers: pivot, buffer, football, dagger- 
pointed-at-the-heart-of, who-rules-this-rules- 
that. It is also a very old country, with legends 
going back to 2000 B.C. But more important 
than this, it is a country which was promised 
liberation by the Allies; a country which has 
instead been cut in two by U.S. and Russian 
occupation, the troops facing each other across 
an arbitrary line called the 38th parallel (map); 
a country for whose fate the U.S. has a keen, 
direct and nontransferable responsibility. 


The Cast of Characters 


None of the actors in the Korean drama is 
very happy about it. To the American GI now 
stationed there, it seems a bitter and unnatural 
fate to be set down among these distant, white- 
clad strangers for whom he has no name but 
“gooks.” To Lieut. General John R. Hodge, an 
A-1 combat officer, the assignment of heading 
the Korean occupation came as an unpleasant 
surprise. Like the State Department he was 
utterly unprepared for the task and is on rec- 
ord to the effect that taking Okinawa apart 
was a cinch compared to putting Korea to- 

ether. General Hodge, who looks and talks 
like a Popeye the Sailor in three-star khaki, 
got off to a bad start by calling the Koreans 

“the same breed of cats as the Japs,” and other- 
wise showing a top-sergeant concept of high 
politics. After 18 months his views and words 
are different. On a tour of his command last 
month he was kissing Korean babies, getting 
himself called “Hodgey,” and sincerely telling 
his troops that their job was not only harder 
than Okinawa, but far more important. 

The Korean people, who had been unwilling 
subjects of Japan for a generation, knew Amer- 
icans before the occupation chiefly as mission- 
aries. These missionaries had found more con- 
verts per capita in Korea than in any other 
part GfiAsia gad were Heli faiprofoand Tespect. 
When our troops landed, they were hailed with 
as much reverent enthusiasm as though they 
too were gentle soldiers of the Cross. Needless 
to say, although Christianity is still strong 
among Koreans, this first impression is not. 
As liberation has turned into occupation, the 
unpopularity of Americans in Korea is exceed- 
ed only by that of Russians and Japanese. 

We are even unpopular with the No. 1 Ko- 
rean patriot, Dr. Syngman Rhee, who has been 
lobbying for American intervention in Korean 
affairs ever since the time of John Hay and 
Theodore Roosevelt. The case he has pleaded 
all his life has been a free Korea—free from the 
domination of Russia, Japan or any other pow- 
er. In 1919, under the spell of Woodrow Wil- 
son's doctrine of self-determination, the Ko- 
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reans staged a nonviolent rebellion against Ja- 
pan, and Dr. Rhee set up a free Korean gov- 
ernment in exile. He appeared in Seoul in Sep- 
tember 1945 behind the U.S. flag, which he 
took to be the best means of fulfilling his long 
dream. He wants to be president of a free Ko-

rea before he dies. He could probably be elect- 
ed tomorrow in a fair election. But instead of 
a Rhee government, or any free government 
in Seoul, there is an American proconsul. So 
Dr. Rhee is just as unhappy about the state 
of Korean affairs as everyone else. 

Like every other important problem in the 
world today, the Korean problem includes the 
Russians in its cast of characters. And they pre- 
sent the usual question: does Russia or the U.S. 
play the lead? 

In the days when it was the “hermit king- 
dom,” Korea practiced a form of execution 
known (because that’s what it was) as slicing. 
Along with slavery and other horrors, slicing 
was abolished under Japanese tutelage. But it 
has been revived and improved upon by mod- 
ern power politics. Instead of slicing individ- 
ual Koreans we the whole Korean nation. 
The 38th parallel slices the mines and factories 
of northern Korea from the people and grain 
of southern Korea, though the two halves were 
utterly interdependent. At present nothing 
crosses this line except a little electricity, inal 
and about 2,000 refugees per week. 

The refugees are all fleeing south. For the 
Russians, after looting and pasturing their 
troops on the underfed people, have also turned 
their half of Korea into a Communist police 
state Tito-style. Just now they are drafting a 
Communist-controlled Korean army which 
already numbers at least 100,000 and has been 
estimated much higher. The government of 
Korea’s Tito, one Kim Il Sung, reaches into 
every northern village, entrenched by whole- 
sale purges, a redistribution of land and the 
sal Communist strong-arm methods. It also 
has a well-organized party in the U.S. zone to 
which Kim If Sung has smuggled small arms, 
money, counterfeiters, terrorists, etc. These 


southern Communists have been the bane of 
General Hodge’s existence, and they are over- 
crowding his jails. If U.S. and Russian troops 
were to withdraw from Korea tomorrow, there 
is every prospect that between his northern 
army and his southern party, the whole coun- 
try would soon be delivered into Kim Il Sung’s 
hands, 

This would not be what the Koreans want; 
far from it. North or south, their prevailing 
political sentiment is for freedom from all for- 
eign domination. On both sides of the barrier 
it is a race between occupier and popular re- 
sentment. The only difference is that General 
Hodge, when he leaves, would like to leave be- 
hind him a genuinely free and self-governing 
democracy. That is quite a difference. How 
can it be done? 


Costs More—Worth It 


All last year the Russians were apparently 
betting that we would move out of Korea any 
day. lothing else can explain their extraordi- 
nary demands on the Us -Soviet Commission 
which was nippored to set up an all-Korean 
government. Negotiations got nowhere, Last 
week Marshall and Molotov agreed to resume 
them, but this came only after the U.S. had 
adopted a new and more definite polic 
stay in Korea until our job is done. To this end 
we are going ahead with our own plans to put 
southern Korea on its feet under a free gov- 
ernment of Korean choosing. 

This government may or may not include 
Syngman Rhee. He is not getting any younger 
or more liberal. But as the grand old man of 
Korean independence he can at least feel that 
his life-long efforts are beginning to bear fruit. 
The State Department has at last awakened 
to the fact that to favor Korean independence 
means to oppose Russian aggression. If we fol- 
low through on our new policy, Korea has a 
chance at a better future than the one repre- 
sented by Kim Il Sung. 

It will cost us money, some of which must 
be charged off to the rectification of past mis- 
takes. General Hodge has now begun to import 
locomotives, fertilizer, cotton and other essen- 
tials; he will need a lot more. To bring a respon- 
sible democracy to birth requires giving the 
people a chance to earn a living, If this imme- 
diate task is capped by delivering on the prom- 
ise of independence, U.S. foreign policy can 
begin to feel a little prouder of itself, and Amer- 
icans may regain some of their old faith in hay- 
ing a progressive mission in the world.

A GREAT KING'S FUNERAL 


More than 750,000 subjects gather to mourn Christian X of Denmark 


At11:14p.m. April 20a footman opened the door 
of Amalienborg Castle in the heart of Copenhagen 
and announced the news: the noble old king, Chris- 
tian X of Denmark, was dead of heart failure at 76. 
His body lay in state (left) until April 30. Then with 
great pomp and pageantry came the royal funeral 
(above). More than 750,000 Danes, about one out 
of every four, turned out to pay homage to their be- 
loved monarch, 

But the spectacular funeral could not express the 
hold the king had over his subjects’ affections. Par- 
ticularly during the Nazi occupation, Christian be- 
came a great Danish hero. Completely fearless, he 
treated the invading Germans like peasants. Once 
he is said to have ordered the Nazis to take down a

swastika, When the Nazis refused, Christian said he 
would send a soldier to remove it. The Germans said 
the soldier would be shot. Christian said coldly, “I 
am the soldier.” The Nazis lowered their flag. United 
by their king’s example, the Danes became a “nation 
of icicles” to the Germans. 

It was not only Christian’s bravery that stirred 
Danish hearts, He acted like one of them, He often 
wore clothes which had been mended over and over. 
On his horseback rides through the streets of Copen- 
hagen he moved unattended, obediently stopping 
for all the traffic lights. A Nazi officer once voiced his 
amazement that Christian should ride alone. “Who 
is really taking care of the king?” he asked a Copen- 
hagen citizen. The heartfelt reply was, “We all are.”

FARMER'S MEMORIAL 


In Hiawatha, Kan. John Davis goes to rest in the strange tomb that made him ‘The most hated man in town” 


On April 26 an old man died in the county home, in Hiawatha, Kan. His 
name was John Davis and he was 92, nearly blind and a little foolish. Once he 
said, “I’m the most hated man in the United States.” This was incorrect. Actu- 
ally he was only the most hated man in Hiawatha (pop. 3,238). Even this was 
mitigated by the fact that the local tombstone salesman was his friend (p. 48). 

All his life John Davis had wanted to do 
something great. He had the appearance of 
greatness: large stature, harshly cut mouth 
and nose, a big beard that made him look 
like a wrathful prophet. But the events of 
his life were picayune. In 1880 he married a 
gitl named Sarah Hart. She was wealthy, 
but her father disinherited her. In 1898 
John Davis was involved ina fire, but the out- 
come was merely ludicrous. His beard was 
burned off. Ten years later he was maimed, 
but not heroically—he scratched a finger 
on a thorn, infection developed and his left 
hand had to be amputated. In 1930, after 50 
years of childless marriage, his wife died. 
‘Then John Davis suddenly began to see great- 
ness loom. He ordered a big memorial for 


with a granite canopy as thick as a bomb shelter. He had two statues made of 
Carrara marble in Italy, showing Mr. and Mrs. John Davis as they had appeared 
after 18 years of marriage. These looked pretty good so he ordered more (Lire, 
March 15, 1937). Meanwhile the townsfolk, who had not dreamed the old farmer 
was so rich, commenced to grumble. They said it would be better if he spent 
his money on civic improvements. His rela- 
tives complained a little too. But old John 
only snorted. He went on buying statues un- 
til he had 11 of them. Finally he had used up 
all his money, perhaps only $100,000, per- 
haps half a million. Nobody knew, least of 
all his frustrated relatives. Old John, dead 
broke, went to the poorhouse. Then death 
came and he was laid out in Meek’s Funeral 
Home, his beard nicely combed and the look 
ofa prophet still on his face. In the cemetery 
on April 27 a crew of men rolled away the 
great stone over his waiting grave. A minister 
said, “Everyoneismisunderstood, weall have 
our peculiarities.” The people of Hiawa- 
tha heard this and grimaced sourly. But one

TOMBSTONE SALESMAN WAS HIS FRIEND 


In his long and taciturn life John Davis had one friend. This was 
Horace England, the tombstone salesman (below, lefi). Horace wore 
green-striped suits, liked to play pocket billards and crack jokes, but 
he was an understanding man. 

In 1931 Horace sold John the firstof the memorial statues, and John 
liked them so much he gave Horace two fine farms, Horace loved art 
and was sympathetic when John went to the cemetery each week to 
look at the memorial and the people who flocked to see it (above). When 
dren of the town began to sit on the stone laps of the statues, 

understood why John wanted him to build a 4-foot marble 
wall around the memorial, Ii was at about this time John gave Horace 
the deed to his house. 

Horace was a very helpful man. He arranged for John to have the 
statues made of Italian marble because, as John himself said later, “In 
America I'd have had to use granite, and granite’s too coarse for a 
lady's features.” And through the years, as John kept getting new ideas 
for more impressive additions to the statuary, Horace faithfully carried 
out each scheme. 

Once, when John thought the protecting wall looked bare, Horace 
agreed and adorned it with marble blocks and urns. This probably cost 
John a little money too, because once John had a lot of stocks and 
bonds, and these were gone when he died, although his relatives (be- 
low, right) got not a penny. The relatives seemed to have hard feelings 
toward John, but Horace was his friend to the end. Even after the fune- 
ral he stood by looking down at John’s grave with a real sense of loss.

The whole thing started in 
Robinson's drugstore on Dayton’s 
sleepy Main Street. One May after- 
noon John Thomas Scopes (left), 
24-year-old teacher of biology in 
the Dayton high school, and his 
friend, George Rappelyea, sat at 
the counter talking about the anti- 
evolution law passed that spring. 
Scopes said that he was still using 
a textbook which explained the 
theory of evolution and which had 
not been recalled by the board of 
education, They decided to test 
the law. Rappelyea had Scopes ar- 

. rested. The whole country prompt- 
SCOPES AT THE TIME OF THE TRIAL Jy became excited over evolution 
and Dayton suddenly swarmed 
with strange characters. Bryan was welcomed with parades and feted 
nightly. But Darrow had trouble finding enough to eat. The Funda- 
mentalists papered the town with posters saying “Read Your Bible 
Daily.” Quack medicine men and members of weird religious sects 
shouted pitch talks on street corners. One enterprising showman import- 
eda sickly chimpanzee but was soon run out of town. Twenty-two tele- 
graph operators sent daily dispatches for almost 200 newspaper corres- 
pondents who came from all over the U.S. as well as England and Can- 
ada. The judge had tomove court outdoors to accommodate the crowds. 

Everywhere that Bryan went, the crowds followed. They loved his 
resounding voice and his wonderful words, cheered his remark “I am 
more interested in the Rock of Ages than the age of rocks.” They 
were shocked at Darrow’s premise that the Bible was not, after all, the 
last word in scientific knowledge. But after his final cross-questioning 
of Bryan, they cheered Darrow in the streets. He was justified when 
the Tennessee Supreme Court reversed the Dayton court’s decision, 
dismissed the case. Darrow died in 1938; Scopes is now a geologist in 
Louisiana and the anti-evolution law is still on the books in Tennessee.

Prize Poet 


ROBERT LOWELL WINS THE PULITZER AWARD. 


For that minority of Americans who read poet- 
ry, 30-year-old Robert Lowell has already reached 
the stature of a major literary figure. That estimate 
was given wider confirmation last week when 
Lowell’s latest book of hard-bitten, gloomy verse, 
Lord Weary’s Castle (Harcourt, Brace & Co., 
$2.50), won the Pulitzer Prize. A Lowell of Boston, 
he has been, like his great-granduncle James Russell 
Lowell and his cousin Amy Lowell, both poet and 
nonconformist. Asastudent he roused theire of the 
Lovells by changing from Harvard to Kenyon Col- 
lege. During World War II, after two unsuccess- 


ful attempts to enlist in the Navy, he became acon- * 


scientious objector, spent five months in prison. 

Lowell writes with Old Testament somberness 
about death and about a world of violent passions 
in which the individual soul battles against the 
inertia of society. He uses established and familiar 
poetic forms, but his tight, allusion-packed images 
are not easily understood. His Quaker Graveyard in 
Nantucket, two stanzas of which are printed below, 
is an elegy on his cousin whose ship was torpedoed 
in the North Atlantic. The poem describes the re- 
covery of the body and its burial at sea. This 
tragedy reminds the poet of another tragic Nan- 
tucket sailor, Ahab, the whaler hero of Moby Dick.

POET WRITES ABOUT 
THE SEA AND DEATH 


: Salem 


In Salem seasick spindrift drifts or skips 

To the canvas flapping on the seaward panes 
Until the knitting sailor stabs at ships 

Nosing like sheep of Morpheus through his brain's 
Asylum, Seaman, seaman, how the draft 

Lashes the oily slick about your head, 

Beating up whitecaps! Seaman, Charon’s raft 
Dumps its damned goods into the harbor-bed,— 
‘There sewage sickens the rebellious seds. 
Remember, seaman, Salem fishermen 

Once hung their nimble fleets on the Great Banks. 
Where was it that New England bred the men 
Who quartered the Leviathan’s fat flanks 

And fought the British Lion to his knees? 


One of Robert Lowell's best-known shorter poems, Salem, isa 
lament for dead sailors and for the past greatness of the port 
of Salem. Here, as in all his poems, Lowell is suggestive rath. 
er than strictly literal and each image has many overtones of 
meaning. In the first few lines, the poet creates an image of a 
sailor, half asleep and dreaming as he works with a knitting 
needle, reminded by spindrift of fleets of ships. Then the poem 
suddenly pictures a drowned seaman, floating in the oily 
water around his torpedoed ship. Preoccupied with the idea 
of death, the poet talks of Charon, Greek mythological ferry- 
man of the dead, and of the corpses—the “sewage” —of sailors 
from sunken ships. In the last lines, Lowell mourns the days of 
Salem’s famous whalers and privateers who fought the British. 


The Dead in Europe 


After the planes unloaded, we fell down 

Buried together, unmarried men and women; 

Not crown of thorns, not iron, not Lombard crown, 
Not grilled and spindle spires pointing to Heaven 
Could save us. Raise us, Mother, we fell down 
Here hugger-mugger in the jellied fire: 

Our sacred earth in our day was our curse. 


Our Mother, shall we rise on Mary's day 

In Maryland, wherever corpses married 

Under the rubble, bundled together? Pray 

For us whom the blockbusters marred and buried; 
When Satan scatters us on Rising-day,

Our sacred earth in our day was our curse. 


Mother, my bones are trembling and I hear 
The earth’s reverberations and the trumpet 
Bleating into my shambles. Shall I hear,

O Mary, marry earth, sea, air and fire; 

Our sacred earth in our day is our curse. 


An ode on'the victims of war bombings, The Dead in Europe 
was written during World War II at the time when Lowell was 
particularly perturbed by the problem of whether or not to 
become a conscientious objector. Again here his use of poetic 
imagery is of a highly graphic and suggestive order. “Jellied 
fire” refers to flame-throwers. Though born intoa traditionally 
Protestant family, Lowell turned Catholic in 1940. This poem 
is colored by Catholic feeling. In it the dead ask the inter- 
cession of Mother Mary at the day of Resurrection, expressing 
in the refrain “Our sacred earth...” their symbolic fear of 
damnation unless they are buried, as Catholics should be, in 
blessed ground. The last stanza is personal, the poet express- 
ing his feeling that the world today is irreligious and immoral.

James Russell Lowell 


Robert Lowell’s great-grandfather’s brother was the famous 
poet James Russell Lowell (1819-91) best known for his long 
poem, The Vision of Sir Launfal. An editor, lecturer and diplo- 
mat, James Russell was one of most revered literary figures of 
Victorian era. Here are two stanzas of his The First Snowfall. 


‘The snow had begun in the gloaming, 
‘And busily all the night 

Had been heaping field and highway 
With a silence deep and white. 


Every pine and fir and hemlock 
Wore ermine too dear for an earl, 
And the poorest twig on the elm-tree 
Was ridged inch deep with pearl. 


Amy Lowell 
‘The famous New England woman poet Amy Lowell (1874-1925) 
was Robert Lowell’s distant cousin. A woman of considerable 
physical as well as mental girth, she was a feminist and smoked 
Jong Manila cigars. She was one of the first American poets to 
write free verse. Here are the opening lines of her Patterns.

Coursing Trials conrimves

SOME SAY RABBITS HAVE REAR VISION 


Coursing is much older than the more popular sport of greyhound 
racing on dog tracks. It was introduced to Kansas by English and Irish 
settlers in the 19th Century primarily to combat the jack-rabbit scourge. 
Now, with Kansas’ jack-rabbit population depleted, coursing has re- 
verted to its original sporting status, and it takes several weeks to 
catch enough rabbits (above) for a week’s racing. Kansas still has plenty 
of cottontail rabbits, but they are no good for coursing. They refuse to 
run in a straight line. 

When a jack rabbit is released at the start of a trial he heads for the 
other end of the course at a fast lope. By the time he is in midfield the 
faster greyhounds are catching up. Then the rabbit pins back his ears 
and really starts running. Coursing fans insist that when a jack rabbit 
pins back his ears he has rear vision. But occasionally a rear-vision 
rabbit hits the fence, bounces off and gets killed in one swift crunch 
of powerful jaws. 

On the sidelines are three judges in towers (top picture) and the dogs’ 
handlers. The handlers may not shout encouragement to their dogs. 
This practice was halted last year because of a man named George Lip- 
pold who was the champion hog-caller of Avoca, Iowa. Mr. Lippold’s 
dog was accustomed to his owner's bellow but it made the other dogs 
turnaround with curiosity and lose the race. One problemstill unsolved 
in coursing is catching the dogs after a race. The handlers now have to 
chase them all over the field, and two men have dropped dead in the 
process. One such incident recently held up the meet nearly an hour. 
The coroner was out of town and nobody knew what to do with the body.

CASTE IS THE CURSE OF INDIA 


Its rigid rules bring weird and ridiculous results

Whether the British have been wise or foolish 
rulers of India, on one point at least they have 
shown great wisdom. On the whole vexing question 
of India’s religion and caste they have maintained 
a strict hands-off policy. 

The British learned that the caste system is as 
native to India as the family system is to China and 
is just as difficult to uproot. In fact caste, which is 
generally defined in India as the classification of all 
individuals according to the work they do, has been 
nourished and rigorously maintained nowhere in 
the world but India. Caste is encouraged and 
justified by Hindu precepts (which date back to 
1500 B.C.), particularly by the belief in re- 
incarnation. Thus if you are born an Untouch- 
able in this life it is probably because you misbe- 
haved in your last life. It follows that if you be- 
have yourself now, the just deity who passes 
on promotions and demotions will reward you 
in your next life on earth with something much 
superior, perhaps even a Brahmanhood like 
that of India’s political leader Nehru (right). 

An incentive to a better moral life but a re- 
striction against any progress, the caste system 
has been called the curse of India by Western 
scholars. Yet caste as a system, though being 
constantly changed, remains strong. Despite 
all attacks, including even the recent Indian 
Constituent Assembly action in outlawing un- 
touchability, the system is still a good 90% in- 
tact, at least in southern India, and it will cer- 
tainly still be here when the British, for good 
or evil, for liberty or anarchy, quit the coun- 
try in 1948, 

Modern conditions, however, do tend to 
blunt some of the sharp edges formerly dividing 
castes. Pollution is an example. Only a few 
years ago virtually everyone in India polluted 
Virtually everyone else. People spent half their 
waking hours trying not to pollute others or 
avoiding pollution themselves. Some polluted 
merely on sight. For instance a Malabar farm- 
worker had to keep 96 paces away from a Brah- 
man anda proportionately smallerdistancefrom 
lesser castes. If a fisherman came within 32 
paces of a high-caste Hindu, he polluted him, while 
an astrologer polluted at a mere 24 feet. 

Not many decades ago there was a terrible uproar 
over the pollution of teriples, schools and crema- 
tion grounds. Complications developed when it was 
discovered that a courthouse was situated well with- 
in polluting distance of a place of worship, which 
meant that lower-caste people could not be called 
to give evidence in court. In this case and in others 
such non-Hindus as Europeans, Christians and 
Moslems were considered only slightly less pollut- 
ing than the lowest of Untouchables. 

Obviously such hard-and-fast rules became diffi- 
cult to observe when people began moving about in 
trains, buses and airplanes and staying in big met- 
ropolitan hotels. It is uneconomical to have one 
plane for Hindu teachers, another for Hindu fight- 
ing men and a third for Hindu traders though, 
sidering the way India has divided up the facilities 
for eating and drinking in Indian railway stations, 
it is a wonder something of this sort was not at- 
tempted. 

But just because people no longer pollute cach 
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other in railway stations or big hotels does not 
mean that pollution occurs nowhere else. Just try 
to get a Hindu who cleans your bedroom to enter 
your bathroom, or a cook who prepares your meals 
to wash your dishes. It is a rare Hindu housewife 
today who would let any person outside her caste 
enter her kitchen. Should a “foreigner” so much 
as gaze upon her food she would throw it away. Not 
long ago the latrine cleaners, who are called sweep- 
ers and are the lowest caste among Untouchables, 
went on strike in Nagpur, capital of the Central 
Provinces. Things became so bad that Pandit Shukla, 
an orthodox Brahman, issued appeals to all citizens 
to do their own cleaning and set an example by

leading his cabinet members to the main street 
where they fell to work. City police had to protect 
them from indignant sweepers who were outraged 
at what they considered a new and decidedly unfair 
method of strike-breaking. 

Water is one of the most easily polluted com- 
modities and therefore creates the most trouble of 
all. In southern India some of the Madrassi Brah- 
mans still believe that iron pipes pollute water and 
insist, even in such a large place as Madras where 
the city watersupply is good, upon having their own 
separate well. Water from the holy Ganges is un- 
pollutable, however. Anybody can handle it, and 
filthy as it is from refuse and dead bodies, it is still 
good. 

In some places Indian barbers, who form a large 
caste, are affected directly by this still lingering 
belief in pollution. They pollute almost everybody 
by contact, which definitely limits their working 
hours. A polluted man can be depolluted by a bath, 
which is usually taken before breakfast. The bar- 
ber can therefore work at cutting hair only dur- 
ing the prebath and prebreakfast hours. At loose 


ends during the rest of the day, he may change into 
a musician who plays for weddings in the after- 
noon. . 

The real test of caste comes with the question of 
who marries whom. There are about 255 million 
Hindus in India, but an ordinary Hindu man must 
by custom choose his bride from his own subcaste. 
Thesubcastes have an average of only about 125,000 
persons, which restricts the marriage market, And 
although there is no legal bar, people rarely marry 
outside their subcaste. It is a brave man who breaks 
the caste rules even today, with caste councils and 
the process of outcasting largely things of the past. 
A person who eats meat or drinks alcohol when his 
caste regulations forbid such practices, or who 
marries outside his subcaste, is likely to find 
society lined up solidly against him when he 
tries to marry off his children, The whole fam- 
ily is automatically outcast. 

Thus, even in the India of 1947, the son of 
a goldsmith will not marry the daughter of a 
pottery-maker, a carpenter's son will be pre- 
vented by social pressure from uniting with a 
mason’s daughter and a fisherman's daughter 
will not be allowed to marry the son and heir 
of a hunter. 

This subdividing of peoples has gone to 
amazing lengths. There are numerous odd sub- 
castes which comprise only a few thousand 
people. In the Sind deserts there is a gypsy sub- 
caste. In the south of India there is a subcaste 
of astrologers and another of sorcerers. Dan 
ing girls for temples, which is often a fancy 
name for prostitutes, form a distinct subcaste. 
‘This is one rare instance in which men of this 
group, who are procurers and musicians, ob- 
tain wives outside their caste. There are sub- 
castes of cowherds, launderers, shoemakers, 
button-makers, mendicants, stonemasons, writ- 
ers (a very high caste), weavers, distillers, 
blacksmiths and cartwrights. There are also 
some criminal subcastes. In the Punjab there 
is a caste of cattle thieves, distinguished from 
other thieves. In south India a caste called the 
Kallans, whose traditional occupation is high- 
way robbery, once defended themselves. in 
court by claiming that they were merely carry- 
ing out their caste duties. In one of their rare 
tinkerings with the caste system the British de- 
clined to accept this defense. 

What promises to eat into the caste system 
more than anything is industrialization. Caste has 
not yet caught up with modern factories, huge 
iron foundries, great textile mills, although those 
who know the Hindu penchant for subcasting 
have their fingers crossed. So far no subcaste of 
typists or airplane mechanics or locomotive engi- 
neers has been reported. But it could happen. 
Some years ago the Journal of the Royal Asiatic 
Society reported creation of a subcaste of motor- 
car drivers in India, whose sons and daughters 
could marry only into the families of other chauf- 
feurs. The Journal's whimsical reporter was moved 
to consider the complicated possibilities. If it went 
the way castes have in the past, he conjectured, 
this new chauffeur caste might divide itself into 
various subcastes. Thus drivers of Cadillacs might 
some day refuse to have anything to do with the 
men who drive Buicks and the Oldsmobile drivers 
might soon decline to let their children marry the 
offspring of those who drive the lower-cost Pontiac.

Meeting in Geneva this spring, the delegates of 
18 nations who have gathered together in a dar- 
ing attempt to restore elemental sanity to inter- 
national trade might well be reciting some such 
version of Who Killed Cock Robin? For Geneva, 
the graveyard of the old League of Nations, is a 
Togaiots reminder of what suicidal trade pol- 
icies can do to push a world toward war. In 1930 
the U.S. passed the preposterously high Smoot- 
Hawley Tariff Act; in 1933 Franklin D. Roose- 
velt overrode Cordell Hull and torpedoed. the 
shyly hopeful London Economic Conference. 
Other nations responded with Empire Preference 
systems, with import quotas, with bilateral barter 
deals and with tricky money shenanigans, of 
which the Nazi Aski (or blocked) mark, held in a 
German bank until the customer was ready to 
buy aspirin tablets or third-rate cameras, was 
merely one example. 

The economic polivies of the 1930s may not 
have caused World War II and wrecked the old 


League of Nations, but they certainly helped pre- 
pare the ground. Today, some two years after 
V-E Day, the nations are still following the same 
old misbegotten trade policies. Butif the U.S. del- 
egation to the Geneva Conference can have its 


way, al that will be changed, I wll certainly be 


changed if William Lockhart Clayton, the U.S. 
Under Secretary of State for Economic Affairs 
who is leader of the U.S. delegation, has any- 
thing to say about it. 

Will Clayton has no doubts as to who and what 
killed Cock Robin. And now that the bird’s soul 
has transmigrated from the old League to the new 
United Nations, Will Clayton is certain that it 
will be killed all over again if the Geneva Confer- 
ence fails to produce a widespread reduction of 
trade barriers and an International Trade Organ- 
ization charter. Will is banking on his hopes that 
the U.S. delegation will come home this summer 
with a bag full of concessions on tariffs, quotas 
and exchange restrictions, in which case he con- 
fidently expects to see the world go to work again 
at its fundamental business of producing and ex- 
changing goods and services without having to 
pass atl transaction troagh the knothole of 
stringent government control and supervision. 

Will Clayton may underestimate the scope of 
his job and the nature of the forces against him, 
but like his boss General Marshall he is so un- 
used to failure that he will hang on like a snap- 
ping turtle in the attempt to succeed. Before 
coming to Washington from Houston, Texas in 
1940 (he was then 60 years old), Will Clayton 
was one of the great self-made business successes 
of the U.S. Almost singlehandedly this tall, 
courtly man had transformed the cotton-factor- 
ing trade, building his own Anderson, Clayton & 
Co. (or Acco) into a $43 million behemoth that 
has moved as much as $200 million worth of cot- 
ton in a single year. Its share of the U.S. market 
has been as high as 17%. A millionaire many 
times over in 1940, Will decided he must quit 
business to help save the U.S., which he consid- 
ered to be in great peril. By the time of Pearl 
Harbor he was in Washington, working for his 
fellow Houstonian Jesse Jones, boss of the RFC, 
on problems of war-production finance and pro- 
curement. 

Will has been one of the big Washington suc- 
cesses among the invading businessmen. Oddly 
enough theaverage corporation executive who has

out of the New York Sun’s financial pages come 
and go without leaving much trace. But the rug- 
ged boys who have built up their own business- 
es—the Eric Johnstons, the Jesse Joneses, the 
Will Claytons—make their mark. They know men, 
they know how to affect the atmosphere, they 
know how to be superior to red tape. Once, so an 
anecdote goes, Will Clayton was doing a particu- 
lar job over which Leo Crowley, head of Foreign 
Economic Administration, had theoretical juris- 
diction. An underling brought a statement to 
Will Clayton with a plaintive query; “What will 
Crowley think of this?” 

“Issue it over Crowley’s name,” Will is sup- 
posed to have said. True ‘or not, the anecdote 
proves something about Will’s reputation as the 
tough competitor in bureauland. 

e left argues that Will Clayton was short- 
sighted in some of his wartime RFC lending 
deals: he failed to see the magnitude of the rub- 
ber problem; he had to be pushed into some of 
the more daring adventures in preclusive buying 
to keep stuff from falling into Axis hands, and so 
on. When Will was first suggested for the eco- 
nomic assistant secretaryship in the State Depart- 
ment in late 1944, the left opposed him as a “'re- 
actionary” and a “cartelist.” The argument was 
silly, for Will Clayton is against cartels, and his 
own cotton firm had achieved its success by the 
fiercest type of fair competition. But the fights of 
1940-44 are now mere ancient history; today, 
after two and one-half years in the newly impor- 
tant economic branch of the State Department, 
Will has the confidence of both the N.A.M. right 
and the Henry Wallace left. The people in Wash- 
ington who remain inconsolably against him be- 
cause of his low-tariff views are House Republi- 
cans like Representative Gearhart of California, 
Representative Knutson of Minnesota and Rep- 
resentative Jenkins of Ohio—defenders of the 
nut-growers, the cheese-makers, the watch man- 
ufacturers, the potters, the glass-blowers and 
other small, high-cost U.S. industries. 

If Will had only his own countrymen to deal 
with, he would probably succeed in putting the 
Cordell Hull reciprocal-trade policy permanently 
across. It is abroad that he is up against some 
real opposition. The Soviet Union is boycotting 
Geneva—and since the Soviet aspires to dictate 
the economics of every nation in Europe east of 
the Stettin-Trieste line, this means a tough 
squabble over open trading opportunities in Po- 
land, Hun; and Czechoslovakia. Even outside 
of the Soviet orbit Will Clayton faces a world of 
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planned economic systems—and the operators of planned systems 
find quotas, tariffs, exchange controls, subsidized exports and trad- 
ing by government boards most convenient ways of proving the in- 
dispensability of the bureaucrat and so keeping themselves in 
power. 

When Will Clayton left for Geneva a new rash of import con- 
trols had just broken out in Europe. Nevertheless Will sailed in 
a philosophic mood; as he sees it, the real hopeful miracle is 
the amount of capitalism that still exists after the most destructive 
war in history. Will’s philosophical good humor and old-world 
courtliness should go well with the Europeans at Geneva, but 
if they think he is an easy man to handle they are in for some sur- 
prises. 

On the surface Will is a soft man; his deference to ‘Mis’ Aga- 
tha” and the rest of his secretarial force and his chivalry toward 
his wife, his four daughters and his innumerable nieces might lead 
one to believe that he is the soul of accommodation. And so he is, 
socially speaking. Back in Houston, Texas, where the Anderson, 
Clayton cotton business has had its headquarters since 1916, Will 
Clayton used to drive his daughters to achoal Popping out of the 
old right-hand drive Pierce-Arrow which he used for years, Will 
Clayton would run around and open the car door for the girls as if 
he were the family chauffeur. But a far more apochryphal story of 
Will Clayton’s chivalry reveals the true ground tone of his per- 
sonality. Once, so this bit of Washington apochrypha goes, Will 
Clayton met Alphonse and Gaston, those superpolite Frenchmen, 
in front of a revolving door. For a whole evening it was “You first, 
my dear Alphonse;” “You first, my dear Gaston,” and “Yoi first, 
my dear Will,” but when the bowing and scraping were over it was 
Will Clayton who emerged the victor. He got through the door 
last. He has never been known to go through a door first. 

Far from being a mask of softness, Will’s chivalry and patience

U.S. IMPORTS 


Last year the U.S. exported almost twice as much as it imported, 
thus continuing a long-term trend. Our chronic export balance creates 
the phenomenon known to economists as “the gap,” which must be 
(and automatically is) filled in one way or another—either by gold 
imports, the granting of short- or long-term loans and credits or the 
export of U.S. capital. The gap is nothing to worry about as long as it 
can be filled by money movements or the symbols of bookkeeping, But 
it will be a headache if it stays huge year after year, for no one retains 
confidence in the man or the nation who is forever living on the cuff. 
In the end a balance in terms of goods and services for goods and 
services must at least be approached. 

In the light of our vaunted industrial efficiency, which makes it 
hard for a foreign manufacturer to undersell the home product in 
Bridgeport, Conn. or Davenport, Iowa, just how could we increase our 
imports to the point where we would be receiving as much as we are 
giving away? Will Clayton and others think our new high level of na- 
tional income, especially if we reduce tariffs, will enable us to absorb 
lots more imports as soon as foreign manufacturers start making con- 
sumer goods again. Our exports of grain and cotton may also fall off as 
soon as the rest of the world gets back to normal, But mass-production 


have an implacable quality; they are formidable, even Oriental, 
instruments of policy, Indeed the man is almost superhuman in 
his clocklike precision and his terrifying self-control. He wants 
to get at the natural law or the going principle behind everything, 
and he has run his own life in consonance with the law of conser- 
vation of energy. Once, after a particularly grueling day before a 
congressional committee, Will Clayton rode hack from Capitol Hill 
with Eric Johnston. “They were mighty tough on you, Will,” said 
Mr. Johnston. “Why didn’t you go after them?” “It wouldn’t have 
convinced them,” said Clayton, 

Back in his Houston days Will Clayton once ordered two fine 
Kentucky horses, planning to ride with Mrs. Clayton for an hour 
before breakfast every day. For a week Mrs. Clayton got up at 5 
o’clock to go cantering with her husband. Will rode on ahead, say- 
ing absolutely nothing. Finally Mrs. Clayton could stand it no 
longer. “Will Clayton,” she said, “all you do is to ride on ahead 
planning your cotton campaign for the day. If 
think of cotton all the time, I'm not going riding 
Clayton kept on thinking of cotton, and Mrs. Clayton gave up the 
prebreakfast riding.

the outer world can hardly put itself in a position to sell in competi 
tion with the U.S. as long as it

Where is the fallible, human Clayton? Probing hard for it, one 
comes on it in his relations with his family. After years of attrition 
his daughters and his lively wife have finally worn down the edges 
of his Puritanism. The three older daughters—Ellen, Susan and

Years later, when Will Clayton, who disapproved of NRA price- 
fixing and AAA cotton restrictions, decided to join the Liberty 
League, Mrs. Clayton said, “Will, I just can’t see you in that com- 
pany.” “John W. Davis asked me to join,” said Will, “and there 
isn’t anything I wouldn’t do for John W. Davis. I’ve sent a check 
for $5,000 to them, and I’ve promised $5,000 more.” ‘Anything 
you send to those people,” said Mrs. Clayton, “I'll match with a 
check for Mr. Roosevelt.” The cost of the family disagreement was 
thus $20,000, but the real irony came when Will Clayton voted for 
Roosevelt in 1936 after all. He could not stomach Alf Landon when 
the Republicans came out against the Hull reciprocal-trade pro- 


am. 
When he is letting his womenfolk get the best of him, Will 
Clayton seems like other mortals. His pride in his youngest daughter, 
who took a law degree and passed the Virginia bar exams while her 
doctor-husband was away in the Army, makes him seem like other 
mortals, too, But when it comes to his business life and business 
career, Will Clayton is not as other men; he is such a whale of a lot 
better that it suggests a qualitative as well as a quantitative dif- 
ference. 

The Anderson, Clayton & Co. (or the Big Store, as it is known 
to the trade) was Will Clayton’s training ground for the job‘he now 
holds, and it was an extremely good one. The colossus of the cot- 
ton merchandising business, Acco has had its agents, its banking 
facilities, its warehouses, its gins, its cottonseed-oil mills all over 
the world. The business of buying and selling all the grades and 
types of raw cotton in the international market is inevitably bound 
up with exchange fluctuations, fhepolicies of governments and the 
practical use of foreign languages. To get ahead in the business one 
must have an easy facility in the mathematics of changing ratios 
and a knowledge of the psychology of Frenchmen, Egyptians, Por- 
tuguese and Lancashiremen. In Srief one must have the training 
which would logically go to create a first-rate Under Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs. 


Short staple to mill bobbin 


INCE Will Clayton knows cotton from short staple to long and 

from red-clay earth to mill bobbin, he incidentally knows world 
economics. Even more than wheat, cotton is the great world com- 
modity. Efforts to control the behavior of cotton prices by national 
planning invariably fail. When the Hoover Farm Board and the 
New Deal cotton supports raised the price of the U.S. bale in 
foreign markets, for example, Anderson, Clayton, as a truly inter- 
nationalist firm, reached out to buy and sell cotton on an extensive 
scale in Brazil. Accused of sabotaging the New Deal cotton-price 
program by this action, Will Clayton quite rightly rejoined that if 
an American firm were to let the Brazilian business go by default, 
it would automatically go to an English firm or a Belgian, The U.S. 
cotton farmer would thus be no richer and the U.S. firm of Acco 
would emerge the poorer. 

Will Clayton is no longer an active partner in Acco, although he 
and his family still draw dividends from their 40% of Acco stock. 
Last year the company made $14 million after taxes, which lends 
point to Will’s refusal to take expense money from the U.S. goy- 
ernment. The rich business of Acco was built up by Will Clayton's 
fanatical application; his wife says he worked until midnight for 12 
years of his life. Quite early in his career he fixed upon the idea of 
the “economic line of transit,”’ and it was in pursuing this line that 
he revolutionized the cotton merchandising business. 

The pursuit of the “economic line of transit” was something 
right out of his own life. Born on a cotton farm outside Tupelo, 
Miss. in 1880, Will grew up in Jackson, Tenn, where his family 
went broke in the depression of 1893, Will quit school at the age of 
13 to drive a laundry truck but, more significantly, he started 
studying shorthand—which is the “economic line of transit” in the 
conveying of human speech. At 15 he had a job as court reporter of 
murder trials and railroad lawsuits. At the local hotel he pieced out 
his income by doing stenography for important travelers, Willi: 
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Jennings Bryan once threw a speech back at him for retyping be- 
cause the margins were not wide enough, but Jerome Hill, a St. 
Louis cotton merchant, was so impressed with the young man that 
he hired him as a permanent secretary. 

From St. Louis, Will Clayton went on to the cotton business in 
New York, where he lived in a French boardinghouse just to learn 
French. A’ siege of pneumonia took him back to Tennessee, where 
he met Susan Vaughan, a Kentucky belle who numbered young 
Alben Barkley among her swains, ‘When Susan was with Will Clay- 
ton, she parried his interest by saying that she planned to marry'a 
“future president of the U.S.,” and a she was with Alben Bark- 
|ley she took the line that she meant to marry a millionaire. The per- 
|sillage was hardly serious, but Susan Vaughan happened to get her 
‘millionaire. 
| In 1904 Will Clayton teamed up with Frank E. Anderson, hus- 
‘band of his eldest sister, and Monroe Anderson, Frank’s brother, to 
open their own cotton-marketing business in Oklahoma City. The 
‘capital of the fledgling company was a mere $9,000. A year later Ben 
Clayton, Will’s younger brother, joined the firm. Oklahoma was 
|new cotton territory in the early 1900s and a good place to be. But 
|it was far from salt water and far away from the banking and credit 
sources of the cotton trade, which were then mostly in Europe. In 
1916, sensing that World War I would transform the cotton busi- 
ines, Anderson, Clayton moved to Houston, Texas in order to beata 
place on the “economic line of transit” between raw cotton and the 

1 lanes, The venture paid off when Anderson, Clayton set up 
European offices to sell direct to mills in England, France and Italy. 

Will Clayton's struggles, both with his fellow cotton brokers and 
with the government, illustrate his passion for the “economic line of 
iransit” for order, cheapness and clarity of principle. Cotton is a 
y commodity; there is so much of it that violent price swings 
are inevitable, and a merchant who buys, say, one million bales at 
'$60 a bale could lose $10 million overnight bya mere $10 drop in the 
price, To make themselves absolutely safe Anderson, Clayton al- 
ways hedged scrupulously; every time the firm bought a bale it sold 
a future “hedge” on the Cotton Exchange. It was this ability to bal- 
nce present purchases with future hedges, not unconcern for the 
‘otton-grower, that once led Will Clayton to remark that Ander- 
on, Clayton could make money on $5 cotton. 


Will vs. “Cotton Ed” 
| 


N his brushes with the government Will Clayton had a really 
tough time. He spent “the best years of his life” being investi- 
gated by Senator “Cotton Ed” Smith, who was convinced that 
\Clayton was a ruthless manipulator. In three separate attempts 
\Cotton Ed’s Senate committee never succeeded in getting any- 
thing on Clayton, but the waste of time spent in answering accusa- 
[tions depressed Will as a violation of the law of conservation of 
energy. So, too, did the political attempts of the Hoover and Roose- 
velt administrations to peg falling cotton prices. Clayton argued 
that any artificial attempt to keep the price of U.S. cotton up 
would merely result in increased acreage in Brazil, in Russia and 
elsewhere, Thus the very attempt by government intervention to

save the U.S. cotton farmer in the world market would only serve 
to increase his troubles. Things turned out as Clayton had predict- 
ed; in 1937 the U.S. cotton farmer, who had learned to grow more 
cotton in his politically reduced space, raised 18 million bales on 
33,500,000 acres—which was more than he had ever raised before 
on 43 million acres. The rest of the world raised 20 million bales 
that year, and prices dropped in spite of anything the politicians 
could do. 

Clayton does not counsel a do-nothing policy about cotton or 
any other commodity. But he would prefer to subsidize cotton- 
growers for sowing improved varieties of cotton seed, not for plow- 
ing under their acreage. Reduction of our tariffs, he thinks, would 
inevitably help the U.S. cotton-grower, for it would increase the 
spat oCU.S alla? exchange in foreign hands, and a good pro- 
portion of that dollar exchange would inevitably flow into the U.S. 
South for cotton and into the U.S. West for wheat. 

Will Clayton is not sitting in the State Department to save the 
Anderson, Clayton business; after all, Acco knows how to make 
money in any economic weather. What he wants to do is to gener- 
alize his cotion experience by putting the U.S. as a whole on the 
“economic line of transit” to maximum production and exchange of 
goods and services. A-philosophical free trader out of the old free- 
trade South, he makes concessions to the protectionist time-spirit 
by admitting that you cannot do away with tariffs all at once; peo- 
ple object a fe they are plunged into violent change without war 
ing. But he sees no argument either in principle or realistic politics 
against the Cordell Hull method of negotiations, which trade con- 
cession for concession, 

The most conspicuous virtue of the Hull-Clayton method of re- 
ciprocal-trade negotiation is that when the U.S. makes a concession 
to any one nation in the matter of reducing a tariff, it automatically 
extends the same concession to every other nation. Thus a bilcteral 
bit of bargaining ends in a universal proliferation of freedom for 
foreign traders who are selling to the U.S. It does not, however, 
universalize the expansion of our own export trade. During the 
late 1930s our export trade increased by 60-odd percent with trade- 
agreement countries, where thi rease with the nontrade-agree- 
ment areas was only some 30%. 

The only purely economic argument against the Hull-Clayton 
method is that it does not go far enough to violate the protectionist 
time-spirit. The negotiation of reciprocal-trade concessions means 
that you start from a psychological base of niggardly foxiness, and 
if your “opponent” is also disposed to the foxy approach, as he 
will be in most instances, you end up with very small tariff cuts or 
quota enlargements. The U.S. could do far more to free the world’s 
trade—and to make money for itself—if it would simply stand up 
and slash its tariffs unilaterally, without bothering to go to Geneva. 
The British did substantially that in the 1840s sibee they repealed 
the tariffs known as the Corn Laws, and the result was an epoch of 
well-being for Britain and freedom for the rest of humanity. To the 
extent that a unilateral tariff cut would put an increased influx 
of competitive foreign goods into our markets, some local produc- 
ers would suffer a short-term disadvantage. But the competition 
would stimulate local initiative and force new efficiencies, and the 
dollar exchange that would go abroad would inevitably come home 
to roost as foreigners sought frantically to get those dollars for use 
in buying American cars, generators, electronic devices and office 
equipment. 


Patient volubility 


HEN Will Clayton is told by good Americans that tariffs should 
be used to protect the U.S. working man by “equalizing” U.S. 
and foreign costs of production, he does not get mad, he merely 
gets patiently voluble. The cost-of-production theory of tariff-mak- 
ing, he says, is in most cases pure moonshine. In the first place the 
genius of America has always managed to speed up our unit pro- 
duction per manhour to the point where it can pay wages which no 
foreign sweatshop can possibly undermine. When the Japanese 
laborer began making electric-light bulbs for a pittance, Westing- 
house and General Electric began to undercut even this poor, sweat- 
ed devil by developing mechanical fingers. Anyway the capitalist 
system, whether internally or internatiqnally, can only work by the 
continual creation of disequilibrium in comparative costs of pro- 
duction. If the 19th Century had tried to equalize the cost, say, of 
ironwork between all producers, the village smithy would still be 
competing on equal terms with the Republic Steel Corporation. 
Will Clayton is willing to admit there is some virtue to the en- 
tirely noneconomic argument that a nation must protect its inefh- 
cient industries for the sake of security in the event of war. Having 
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seen our life line to the East Indies cut by the Japanese, Mr. Clay- 
ton would not willingly plow under the whole of our synthetic-rub- 
ber industry even though it may not he able to produce as cheaply 
as the rubber plantations of Sumatra. Nor would he have all our 
sugar come from sugar cane grown outside the continental limits of 
the U.S. But even granted that we must protect some of our indus- 
tries in order to have a reasonable minimum of self-sufficiency in 
case of war, Will Clayton thinks the security argument can be 
greatly overdone. Indeed he argues that if we do not have control 
of the seas in wartime there can be no security for the U.S. any- 
way. Our economy, so he urges, is running low on copper, zinc, 
even iron ore. It lacks manganese, chrome, mica, tungsten, quartz 
stals for electronics, tin, graphite, industrial diamonds. It grows 
no coffee, no tea, few coconuts and bananas. In the years to come 
it will become more and more dependent on raw materials from 
Canada, South America, Asia and Africa. Even its oil is running 
low. As for uranium, that comes from north of the border. 

There is one final point that Clayton makes: we must also have 
foreign trade in order to maintain the industrial capacity needed 
to fight a modern war. If our machine-tool industry, for example, 
had not been able to sell lathes and presses to England and Soviet 
Russia in the depression years of the 1930s, it would not have 
been ready for war production in 1941. 

Whether he is sitting in his State Department office or arguing 
before a congressional committee or making speeches around the 
country or at Geneva, the sum of Clayton’s arguments are the 
same: a creditor nation should endeavor to buy more goods than it 
sells and a nation whose raw materials are running low should 
stock up with foreign ores, chemicals and fibers if it is not to im- 
poverish its basic resources beyond repair. By his astonishing per- 
suasiveness and pertinacity Will has managed to keep his program 
from being sabotaged in the U.S. Senate: with the Vandenberg Re- 
publicans for him and the Taft-Millikin team in a let-sleeping-dogs- 
lie mood, the followers of Senator Hugh Butler of Nebraska, who 
would like to move back toward Smoot-Hawley days, have not been 
able to work up enough steam to repeal the 1945 extension of the 
Trade Agreements Act. (Even if they managed to do this, they 
would still face a veto by President Truman.) Butif Will Cl layton has 
managed to keep his lines clear in the Senate, it might fairly be said 
of him that he has failed to-dramatize his program to his country. 

Or maybe it is his country that has failed him. When the tanners, 
for example, object to lowering the tariff on imported hides, they 
make a terrific noise. But the automobile men, the machine-tool 
men, the electronic-equipment men, the exporters of Baldwin loco- 
motives and Westinghouse generators, all of whom will need 
foreign markets once the U.S. economy is surfeited with their 
products, fail to raise a comparable racket before the House of Rep- 
resentatives Ways & Means Committee, which is really out to hurt 
Will Clayton. At the moment the automobile and machine-tool men 
are able to find domestic buyers for anything they manufacture, 
which lulls them into a dreamy state of beatitude. But if they were 
forehanded they would be in Washington now, yelling in behalf of 
Will Clayton’s program for an open trading world. If Clayton will 
not ask them to testify for him, they should do it without waiting for 
a formal invitation. After all, it is their capitalism, their freedom 
and their world that will die if and when the state planners take over.
